dent  of  student  relations  claimed 
Provo  police  would  issue  cost  tick- 
ets Wednesday  morning  to  viola- 
tors of  the  city  ordinance  prohib- 
iting parking  on  Provo  streets  be- 
tween 2 and  5 a.m. 

RUMOR 

Provo  police  executive  officer, 
Capt.  LeGrande  Baker  classified 
Castleton’s  information  “rumor.” 
“We  had  previously  planned  to 
enforce  the  onJinance  this  week, 
but  there  were  a few  things  that 
needed  to  be  checked  out,”  he 
said  in  an  Universe  interview. 

“The  police  will  continue  to  dis- 
pense courtesy  tickets,”  added 
Capt.  Baker. 

“We  don’t  want  to  write  tick- 
ets nor  tow  any  cars,”  Capt. 
Baker  noted,  “we  just  want  the 
cars  off  the  streets— they  were 
built  to  move  traffic  not  store  it.” 

Castleton  told  the  sparsely  at- 
tended Free  Forum— the  first  of 
the  year—that  a follow-up  report 
would  be  presented  to  the  City 
Commissioners  S'tating  the  valid 
complaints  of  approximately  200 
students  who  can  find  no  recourse 
but  to  park  on  the  streets. 


English  Professor  Briant  S.  Ja- 
cobs summed  up  the  parking 
hassle  by  calling  the  students  to 
action. 

“The  students  have  no  bargain-

ing  power,”  he  asserted,  the  com- 
missioners think  of  the  students 
as  “a  commodity  or  something  to 
be  manipulated.” 

Then  he  stressed  two  points, 

0 Perhaps  students  should  pe- 
tition for  voting  privileges  in  city 
election,  he  suggested. 

0 It  might  be  well  if  students 
made  it  clear  to  city  hall  how 
much  student  and  university 
money  is  fed  into  Provo  cash  reg- 
isters—24  million  dollars  a year, 
500  thousand  dollars  a week— said 
Prof.  Jacobs,  who  credited  the 
figures  to  Fred  Schwendiman,  di- 
rector of  Auxiliary  Services. 

UNJUST 

“It  is  unjust  for  students  to  be 
forced  to  comply  to  a law  which 
-is  physically  impossible  for  them 
to  uphold,”  he  claimed,  it  seems 
the  commissioners  “want  to  have 
their  cake  and  eat  it  too.” 

ASBYU  President  Paul  Gilbert 
met  with  City  Commissioners 
again  last  night  and  hashed 
through  the  same  arguments. 
Gilbert  indicated  he  would  be 
meeting  with  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  this  morning  to  ex- 
plain the  students’  views.

Islands  and  in  Indonesia. 

In  1966  Langdale  was  given  the 
Sports  Illustrated  Silver  Anniver- 
sary All-American  Award  for  his 
outstanding  achievements  in  the 
25  years  since  he  last  played  col- 
lege football.

Just  Between  You  And  Us... 


I From  the  letters  we  have  been  receiving 
and  the  comments  we  have  heard  since  we 
ran  Monday’s  editorial  about  scissor  censor- 
ship it  is  apparent  that  many  students  have 
questions  concerning  the  nature  and  extent 
of  censorship  at  BYU.  Many  express  sur- 
prise and  concern  that  it  exists  here  while 
others  seem  to  accept  it  as  an  entirely  nor- 
mal occurence. 

As  one  of  the  communication  media  for 
the  university  the  Daily  Universe  is  especial- 
ly concerned  about  censorship  wherever  it 
exists.  Freedom  of  the  press  is  a funda- 
mental liberty  of  all  Americans  and  lies 
very  close  to  the  freedoms  of  thought  and 
expression  that  are  vital  to  mankind. 

Occasionally  we  are  asked  if  news  ap- 
pearing in  the  Universe  is  subject  to  cen- 
sorship. To  this  we  must  answer  that  it  is 
not.  Like  any  other  newspaper  the  Uni- 
verse has  an  editorial  policy  but  this  policy 
is  determined  by  the  publications  board  and 
is  followed  voluntarily  by  the  newspaper 
staff.  We  have  been  and  are  free  to  exer- 
cise our  own  judgment  as  to  the  news  we 
■will  print  and  the  positions  we  will  take  on 
current  issues. 

With  respect  to  censorship  on  campus 
we  have  observed  it  is  generally  the  product 


of  well  meaning  individuals  attempting  to 
impose  a personal  opinion  rather  than  the 
imposition  of  administrative  policy.  Stu- 
dents often  assume  that  some  action  or 
opinion  will  be  subject  to  censure  when  in 
reality  it  may  not  even  warrant  administra- 
tive concern. 

As  an  example  of  this  idea  let  us  point 
out  the  occasional  student  who  will  rise  in 
a free  forum  and  preface  his  remarks  by 
hinting  that  he  will  be  expelled  for  "what  he 
is  about  to  say.  He  is  censuring  himself  for 
taking  advantage  of  a school  sponsored  op- 
portunity to  speak  out.  To  date  not  one  of 
these  students  has  even  been  asked  not  to 
speak  again. 

Perhaps  the  real  solution  to  any  censor- 
ship problem  lies  in  the  strength  of  peoples 
desire  to  defend  and  maintain  their  rights. 
People  who  won’t  value  or  defend  their 
positions  when  they  are  right  are  self  cen- 
soring and  do  not  deserve  the  rights  they 
are  losing. 

Most  censorship  or  “censureship”  on  this 
campus  lies  in  the  minds  of  the  uninformed 
or  more  particularly  the  unconcerned.  These 
people  are  always  at  the  mercy  of  the  opin- 
ionated because  they  won’t  shoulder  the 
obligation  of  infoi’ming  and  motivating 
themselves.  s.  g.

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'Barefoot'  a Director's  Challenge

A major  dilemma  faced  by  stage 
directors  everywhere  is  determin- 
ing what  audiences  will  accept,  and 
what  they  will  find  objectionable. 

The  most  recent  example  of  this 
problem  has  been  in  the  produc- 
tion of  “Barefoot  in  the  Park” 
which  is  winding  up  its  return  en- 
gagement on  the  BYU  stage  this 
week.  Dr.  Lael  J.  Woodbury,  who 
directed  the  play  during  the  sum- 
mer, decided  to  eliminate  drinking 
and  swearing  in  performances.  He 
did  so,  he  said,  not  merely  because 
of  possible  reactions,  but  rather  be- 
because  his  production  is  an  ex- 
pression of  his  own  artistic  and 
moral  c(mvictions. 

In  the  third  act  of  “Barefoot,” 
the  script  originally  required  the 
husband  Paul  to  return  home 
drunk,  Dr.  Woodbury  depicted  Paul 
as  delirious  rather  than  drunk,  be- 
lieving that  Paul’s  erratic  behavior

Weinzinger  explained  that  the 
cycle  is  well-known  in  musical  cir- 
cles.

But  it  is  not  very 
easy;  it  is  in  a foreign  language, 
and  most  artists  are  afraid  of  bor- 
ing the  audience  and  would  pre- 
fer to  give  a variety  of  songs.”

Weinzinger  spent  the  1967  spring 
semester  in  Salzburg,  Austria,  with 
BYU’s  Semester  Abroad  program, 
where  he  directed  its  Salzburg  En- 
semble.

“It  is  an  entertaining  play,”  Dr. 
Woodbury  stated,  “with  no  pro- 
found message.  But  everything  we 
do  in  jest  has  a basis  in  truth  and 
reality,  and  I believe  in  keeping 
the  action  clean  and  unsticky.” 

After  Dr.  Woodbury  explained 


his  point  of  view,  the  cast  mem- 
bers agreed  and  have  supported  his 
decision.  According  to  Keith  Atkin- 
son who  played  Paul,  “ I’m  glad 
Dr.  Woodbury  has  such  high  stand- 
ards. He’s  the  kind  of  man  I could 
work  with  any  time.” 

“Barefoot  is  concerned  with  new- 
lyweds, which  in  itself  is  a situa.

“We  aren’t  watchdogs,”  he  con- 
tinued, “but  we  don’t  want  to  be 
guilty  of  putting  suggestive 
thoughts  and  ideas  into  the  minds 
of  our  audiences.  There  is  enough 
in  this  world  that  is  crude  and  dis- 
gusting; and  we  don’t  need  to  stoop 
that  low  to  achieve  realism  on  our 
stage.”

The  83-hour  test  was  to  have  started  Monday  night,  but 
was  delayed  until  Tuesday  night,  by  trouble  with  the  kero- 
sene fuel  loading  equipment  for  the  rocket’s  first  stage.  The 
problem  continued  Tuesday  and  was  traced  to  cabling  for  a 
fuel  guage  aboard  the  rocket.
